Essential Government 


Since the ons'aught of the now famous and much publicized depression 
one has heard occasionally the suggestion that municipal government should 
be abandoned, the proposal usually being advanced in the interests of 
economy, As the depression deepened and its baneful effects became more 
apparent this proposal was heard more frequently in the prairie provinces _| 
the hardest hit section of the Dominion. | 

The suggestion has emanated from various sources ‘and has cropped up! 
now and again here and there, but fortunately the idea does not appear to) 
have, gained much ground, nor has much weight been given to the sugges | 
tion in any influential quarters. It has not received support by those who 
are ab'e to seriously influence public consciousness. i | 

Tt is true that the cost of government in this country is too high. There | 
is no gainsaying the statement that public expenditures for services ren- |

administration, either urban or rural. On the contrary, there are vey good 
reasons for believing that such a move would result in an increase in the | 
cost of government. 

If there is any form of government which should not be impeded, and) 
still less abandoned, it is local self-government. z 

There are services rendered by the municipality, urban or rural, which 
‘could not be rendered either as effectively or as economically by a more 
remote authority, It is not necessary to enumerate those services. Any 
person can at once think of a number of them, They are services which 
the people would not be content to do without and would not wish to have | 
performed as privately-operated enterprises. In fact, they are now being | 
rendered on a community basis because, for more reasons than one, people 
have come to the conclusion that such services can be provided: more effici- 
ently and more cheaply as municipal enterprises. 

Moreover the nature of these services is such that the Conditions un- 
der which they are provided have to be suitable to local conditions and local 
requirements, -Under long range administration they would inevitably be 
expected to conform to a pattern which would render them valueless in 
some localities and of little use in others, Further, when changes in form 
of service were required because of seasona) or local conditions, the neces- 
sary changes could not and would not be made effective in time to be of any 
value if appeals had to be made, either to provincial or Dominion capitals. 

To offset this handicap of imaccessibility it would be necessary for the 
central authority to establish and locate officials in every small unit through- 
‘out the country and they would have to'be clothed with sufficient authority 
to make rules and regulations to meet changing local conditions, involving 
the establishment of a regular army of inspectors and administrators who 
would have no direct responsibility to the people they served and would not 
be responsive to jocal demands. Such a system would not only tend to in- 
efficiency but: would inevitably be expensive. 

But apart from the questions of economy and efficiency involved in such 
& proposal there is an even more potent reason, not only for the retention 
but the strengthening of local self-government. 

Local self-government has often been referred to as they keystone in 
the arch of democratic government and its removal would weaken the en- 
tire structure of democratic government. In this direction it would have 
a far more serious effect than at first blush might be supposed, 

Municipal government is the government closest to the people it serves, 
and because of this it is most responsive to the wishes of the people. It 
is the kindergarten of all democratic governments and more often than not

Servitude Of The Horse 
Mistery. Mine Mee Traced Mack 
Nearly 5,000 Years 


Archaeologists of the Field Mu-! 


seum of Natural History at Chicago 


have added 1,000 years of servitude | 


to the history of the horse. 

Richard A. Martin, curator of near- 
eastern archacology, announced re- 
search conducted by the Field Mu- 
seum-Oxford University joint expedi- 
tion to Mesopotamia had determined 
the horse was under the whip of man 
as far back as 3000 B.C. 

He said tombs of the early dynas- 
tic period at Kish, in Iraq, yielded 
animal bones now identified as those 
of the domesticated horse. Until this 
conclusion was reached it was 
thought the horse was first introduc- 
ed into Babylon by the Kasaites dur- 
ing the early portion of the second 
millenium before Christ. 

The skeleton remains of the horses, 
were hitched to the remains of char- 
jots, Martin said, just as the horses 
had fallen after being slaughtered in 
the belief they would gallop with 
their owners through the underworld.

19th, 1897, of the first Women’s In 
stitute of Ontario in Saltfleet town 
ship, Wentworth county. The prim 
ary object was to provide a means 
for farm and village women to meet 
regularly to discuss their problems 
and to acquire information concern 
ing their responsibilities as hore 
makers and citizens. This pioneer 
branch is now known as the Stoney 
Creek Women's Institute. 

By the year 1900, there were 33 
Women's Institutes in Ontario with 
& membership of 1602, and at the 
end of 1935 the number tad been in- 
creased to 13%) with a total member- 
ship of no less than 42,000 

Women's Institutes or similar or- 
ganizations are now functioning in 
every province of Canada. The pres- 
ent-dey objectives may be summar- 
ized: 

1. To help promen to acquire sound 
and improved practices for greater 
home efficiency 

2. To discover, stimulate and train 
leadership 

To promote these objectives, dis- 
trict conferences are held at which 
the program includes instruction in 
matters of clothing, buymanship, 
kitchen enaemble, lingeries, and care 
of clothing. In the short courses In- 
struction is given in clothing, the use 
patterna, garment

finishes, etc, 

An important part of the training 
pertains to health. There is a five- 
day course In health education usu- 
ally given by a graduate nurse on 
such matters as home care of the 
sick; how to care for common emerg- 
encies; care of mother and baby; 
control of communicable diseases and 
personal hygiene. 

‘The Women's Institutes do well to 
devote considerable attention to 
health education, for so much illness 
originates ‘» the child. Because of

Will Be Used In Boston Hospital 
For Treating Cancer 

A new 1,000,000-volt X-ray ma- 

chine for the treatment of cancer, 

the most powerful ever built, has 


been introduced at Huntington Mem-_ 


orial Hospital, Boston. 


Dr. Richard Dresser of the hospital, 
staff said 2,000 grains of radium 


costing $60,000,000—if it could be 
procured—-would be required to pro- 
duce gamma rays having the effec- 
tiveness of this new X-ray generator. 

The generator, standing 15 feet 
high, ig kept in an underground, 
lead-insulated room where patients 
may be treated in perfect safety.

In 
their subsequent life the divisions of 
the cell mature. When matured, 
they too, divide just as the parent 
cell divided, What is the purpose of 
this division of cells? The purpose 
is growth. It is by division of cells 
that the various organs of the body 
develop and grow. It is in this way 
that we have development of bones 
and teeth, of the skin and brain, of 
the heart and nerves and of all parts 
| of one's body. 

| A cancer begins as a single cell. 
At first it looks exactly like one of 
the normal cells just described. It 
takes an expert with the microscope 
to detect any difference between a 
|eancer cell and a normal cell. The 
|eancer cell, like the normal cell, 
divides for the purpose of growth. So 


cell are almost alike. The growth 
manifested by division of the normal 
cell is a regular controlled process. 
There is certainly some force in one's 
body which controls ordinary cell 
division, starts it when necessary, 
stops it when division is unnecessary. 
This control in healthy persons is 
maintained throughout life.

Hudson bay. Brought about by the| 
ever-widening search for minerals 
and by the use of aircraft as a means 
of transportation and exploration, 
impressions of the Northwest Terr!- 
tories have undergone considerable 
change within the past twenty years. 
Once regarded as being almost in- 
accessible, many areas are to-day 
within a few hours’ flying time of a 
number of cities and towns in West- 
ern Canada. In spite of the northern 
latitude, the Territories are not en- 
tirely regions of perpetual ice and 
snow. The winter is long and cold 
but in the short summer the temper- 
atures are high and the long periods 
of sunlight promote rapid growth of 
vegetation.

Mr. W. L. Mackenzie King, Prime 
Minister of Canada, was able recent- 

ly to satisfy a life-long ambition. 
He traced the birthplace of his 
paternal grandfather to Ladysford, 
Tyrie, and had tea in the room in 
which probably that pioneer was 
christened. Before leaving, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King was presented with a 


| Carved wooden chair which had come 


from the old church at Tyrie. 

It was indeed a-day that the Cana- 
dian Premier will look back upon 
with the happlest of memories. Again 
and again he expressed his delight 
as he examined the old manor house 
which was his grandfather's home 
before he went to Canada with the 
Royal Horse Artillery. 

“It is a great pleasure to me 
to visit the home of my grandpar- 
enta,” he said.
